With the American Army in France, 
August 29.—(By the Associated Press.) 
Late this afternoon the Americans held 
positions in the fighting line in the 
Soissons region extending in a north- 
erly direction from Chavigny. 


All the skill of General von Schwerin, 
commanding the seventh guard di- 
vision, is being exercised to hold beck 
the Americans at their point in the 
line north of Soissons and save the 
Germans from the menace they would 
be under if the allies occupied the 
plateau extending further toward the 
east. 

Recovering before the day ended 
from the shock of the early morning 
attack, Von Schwerin brought into 
play his artillery and other resources 
in a desperate effort to check the 
movement. Equally determined ef- 
forts were made by those organiza- 
tions in front of the French divisions 
on the right and left of the Americans. 


Make Determined Stand. 


Reports from points on the line 
where the attack is in progress indi- 
cate -that the Americans are confront- 
ed by what is believed by many to be 
one of the most determined stands 
yet taken by the Germans, who real- 
ize that a break at any point would 
likely be followed by disaster. 

The opinion seems to be that every 
yard of territory gained will be bit-

Conferees Reach Agreement. 

Senate and hous¢ conferees promptly 
reached a formal agreement on the bill 
today, following removal yesterday of 
the “work or fight’ amendment—the 
principal obstacle. The conference re- 
port was adopted by the house after 


considerable criticism but only of minor 


features, without a goll call. 

Although the senate remained in ses~ 
sion late, prepared to dispose of the 
report after the house had acted, the 
house vote came too late. Chairman 
Chamberlain, of the military commit- 
tee, stated that he inquired shortly be- 
fore the senate adjourned of the pros- 
pects in the house, and was informed 
that debate there probably’ would pre- 
vent its return to the semate_ today. 
While the senate was closing it -day’s 
affairs in executive session, the house 
finally approved the report, but senate 
leaders were not advised of its action 
until the adjournment had been taken. 

Prompt approval tomorrow by the 
senate of the conference agreement, 
which will be called up shortly after 
the noon convening. hour, was predict- 
ed by leaders. Senator Thomas, of Col- 
orado, author of the “work-or-fight” 
amendment, and others of its cham- 
pions are expected to criticise its elim- 
ination by approval of the senate con- 
ferees, there was doubt in no one’s 
mind but that the senate also would 
give its approval to the conference 
agreement. Arrangements have been 
made for prompt signature by senate 
and house presiding officers of the 
final draft.

Washington, August 29.—President 
Wilson was told today by Director

Washingtoh, August 29.—National 
prohibition moved a considerable step 
forward today in congress. 

Without a record vote being taken 
or requested» the senate late today 
adopted the leaders’, compromise on 
“bone-dry” prohibition, effective July 
1, 1919, and continuing during the war 
and until the’ American troops are 
brought home and demobilized. 

The compromise amendment by Sena- 
tor Sheppard, of Texas, prohibition 
leader, to the $11,000,000 emergency ag- 
is expect- 
ed to remain in the measure until the 
harmony agreement of “wet” and “dry” 
factions, although technically subject 
to another vote. Passage of the bill 
itself is planned tomorrow, ard the 
measure will be returned to the house, 
which is expected by prohibition advo- 
cates to accept the’ senate provision. 


Spirited Debate. 


Adoption of the compromise legisla- 
tion came after today’s debate, spir- 
ited between champions and opponents 
of prohibition, but with many marks 
of lack of iriterest, including vacant 
seats both on the floor and in the gal- 
leries because the compromise was re- 
garded as insuring approval by the 
senate. : 

Efforts to materially change the 
ppard substitute ‘were futile. 
Amendments to advance and defer the

record roll calls. 

That there was any agreement among 


the leaders against having record votes/

The general un- 
derstanding, it was declared, extended 
only to the support of the compromise 
amendment and to avoid obstructive 
debate or parliamentary tactics. 

With “wet”’.and’ “dry”” members evi- 
dently observing their agreement to 
unite on the Sheppard draft, the sen- 
ate voted down without a roll call an 
amendment by Senator Trammell, of 
Florida, to move the effective date 
ahead to January 1, 1919, as provided 
in the bill before the compromise 
agreement was reached. 

Amendment In Substitute. 

The amendment as passed is a sub-

Reported to Have Entered 
the Outskirts of Maurepas, 
Another Point of Strategic 
Value. — 


New York, August 29.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—The Germans continue in 
retreat everywhere between Arras and 
the Soissons sector, under the violent 
attacks by the allied troops. As yet 
e no slackening in the 
offensive that is steadily reclaiming 
numerous French towns and villages 
and territory that long has been in the 
hands of the enemy. - 


Indeed, instead of halting his men for 
a bre-.thing spell, Marshal FPoéh seems 
to be pushing them forward with 
greater impetus, and at present the re- 
tiring enemy shows no indications of 
turning and offering more of a battle 
than he recently has been giving ‘with 
his machine gunners and infantry units 
that are acting as rear guards to aid in 
covering the eastward retrograde move- 
ment. 


Already outlfanking the old Hinden- 
burg line on the north, Field Marshal 
Haig’s forces gradually are cutting 
their way eastward both north and 
south of the Somme, and putting down 
strong counter offensive actions, al- 


though on sevegal sectors they have 
had to cede ground temporarily. 


British Capture Bapaume, 


Official reports assert that the 
British have captured the important 
town of Bap2ume, where for days there 
has been bitter fighting, the Germans 
exerting their utmest strength to keep 
‘Haig’s men from gaining control of the 
railways and the high road leading to 
Cambrai. To the south the British also 
are reported to have penetrated to the 
outskirts of Maurepas, another point 
of strategic value. Along both sides 
of the Somme running eastward ground 
has been gained and south of Peronne, 
where the river bends sharply south- 
ward, the stream has been crossed at 
several points and this important rall- 
road junction flanked. 


Since the caving in of the German 
line by the fall of Chaulnes and Roye, 
the French literally have overrun the 
southern portion of ..cardy, having 
reached the western bankgof the Canal 
du Nord, along almost se sted length, 
and captured the town of Noyon twhich, 
surrounded bv hills, has stood defiantly 
for days under a rain of shells. East 
and southeast of Noyon other important 
positions have been taken between the 
Oise and the Aisne, the French having 
overcome the heavy resistance of the 
enemy and crossed the Ailette river. 


Americans in Battle. 


Northwest of Soissons, where the 
Americans are in the line with the 
French in the general movement of 
clearing Picardy of the enemy, there 
has been severe fighting, but with the 
allied troops having the advantage. 
The American sector is between Cha- 
vigny and Juvigny, and the enemy fac- 
ing them includes the Prussian Seventh 
infantry. 

Along the Vesle river at Bazocves 
and Fismeste, the situation is rather 
less tense than it was Tuesday and 
Wednesday, when heavy fighting oc- 
curred between the Americans and 
Germans. Thursday the Americans 
heavily shelled the German positions, 
but the Germans failed to accept their 
challenge to a duel, and replied only 
feebly. The claim of the German war 
office that 250 Americans were made 
prisoner during the recent fighting, 1s 
denied by the Americans, who assert 
that only a few of their men are 
missing. . 

The situation in eastern Siberia 
seems to be somewhat clarified, through 
the disarming by the Czecho-Slovaks

The first big battle in which all the 
allied forces, except the Americans, 
took part, occurred last Saturday, when 
the enemy attacked but was decisively 
beaten. At last accounts the allied 
troops were steadily advancing against 
the enemy. 

London, August 29.—Field Marshal 
Haig reports that along the whole 
front from Bapaume southwards the 
Germans have been forced to retreat 
with great loss in prisoners, guns and 
material The British have reached 
the west bank of the Somme opposite 
Brie and Peronne. 

The occupation by the British of 


Bapaume was officially announced to- 
night in Field Marshal Haig’s report 
from British headquarters. 

The text reads: 

“Successful attacks delivered since 
August 8, by the fourth, third and first 
British armies have rendered the 
enemy’s positions on the old Somme 
battlefield untenable. 

“On the whole front‘ from Bapaume 
southwards the enemy has been forced 
to abandon with great loss in prisoners, 
guns and material as well as killed 
and wounded, the ground he gained at 
such heavy cost in last March and April. 
We have reached the west bank of the 
Somme opposite Brie and Peronne and 
have taken Hem. 

“North of Hem we are advancing on 
the general line of Combles, Morval, 
Beaulencourt and Fremicourt. Sharp 
fighting occurred on this front today 
and many casualties have been inflicted 
on bodies of German infantry who at- 
tempted to delay our progress. 

“This morning the New Zealanders 
took possession of Bapaume, driving 
out the enemy’s rear guard. 

“In the sector north of Bapaume the 
enemy is still endeavoring to maintain 
his position. Our troops, after hard 
fighting about Vraucourt, Ecoust St.

With the French Armies in the Field, 
August 29.—(By the Associated Press, 
10 A. M., Noyon.)—Noyon was occupied 
this morning by the troops of General 
Humbert. 

General Mangin’s men crossed the 
Oise river and took Morlincourt.

Noyeon Is Important. 


The fall of Noyon comes as a heavy 
blow to the Germans, who were thought 
during the early days of the Picardy 
offensive to be planning to hold Noyon 
as the southern point of their line 
which runs northward along the old 
battle front of 1916. 

Noyon is situated on the right bank 
of the Oise river at the confluence of 
that stream and the little River Verse. 
To the south and east there are large 
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. 
areas of fiat lowlands along the Oise, 
while to the north is a winding valley: 
to the southwest of Mount Renaud 
and the Lassigny massif, which domi- 
nate the whole region; to the north- 


east a range of hills juts out into the 


valley. 
| Ome railroad runs through Noyon. It 
‘comes up the Oise valley from Com- 
piegne and turning east at Noyon leads 
to Chauny and La Fere. A canal leads 
the north and terminates at 
Nesle. Two small raflroad lines run 
north and northeast, the former to 
Nesle and the latter to Ham. 
‘- Noyon ig a great highway center. 
One road runs to Roye, to the ‘north- 
west; one to Ham to the northeast; one 
goes up the Oise valley and another 
leads down into Carlepont forest, to 
the southeast. Another goes down the 
Oise to Compiegne. : 

Noyon is a very ancient town, being 
known to the Romans. Charlemagne 
was crowned king of the Franks at 
Noyon in 768 and Hugh Capet was 
elected king there in 987. It was the 
birthplace of John Calvin, who was 
born July 10, 1509. | 

Huns Retreating Fast. 

The rapidly succeeding military 
events not only confirm that the Ger- 
mans have lost all control of their op- 
erations in the regions of the Somme, 
Avre and Oise rivers, but they indicate 
that the enemy’s own retreat is getting 
out of hand. 

The effort to stem the French pursuit 
by fighting rear guard actions, with 
machine gun sections, leaving a section 
at intervals of about 400 yards was only 
locally successful. On ground especi- 
ally favorable for that sort of resist- 
ance such as the terrain around Roye 
it gained some time for the enemy, en- 
abling him to move a great many guns 
and a considerable part of his mate- 
rial behind the Canal du Nord and 
north of Noyon. , 

But once this system of fighting was 
mastered the strength of the German 
rear guard dwindled to almost nothing. 
The Germans, hustled violently by the 
French advance guard, were obliged 
to risk an engagement with important 
forces or to quicken their retreat. 

The Germans adopted the latter plan 
and since yesterday morning they have 
been making all possible haste on the 
road leading to Saint Quentin,.La Fere 
and the Hindenburg line. 

The strong position of Quesnoy wood 
just west of the Canal du Nord, from 
which the Germans tried by means of 
the heavy fire of all calibers of artillery 
to check the French troops advancing 
on both sides of the Roye-Noyon road 
was captured this morning. 

Pressure from Genera Humbert’s 
army from the west and from General 
Mangin’s army, who crossed the River 
Oise from the south and took Morlin- 
court this morning, while other French 
troops were entering Noyon, adds 
greatly to the difficulties of the enemy. 
The incre danger from those di- 
rections will oblige the Germans to 
make further sacrifices in order to save 
~~ von Hutier’s army from disas- 
er. 

The Somme line having been made 


) difficult for the Germans by the ra- 


pidity of the entente allied pursuit, 
there is now a question with the 
French troops ready to cross the Somme 
at the enemy’s heels, as to where he 
will be able to make a further stand. 


GERMANS 


REPULSED. 


London, August 29.—German counter 
attacks east and southeast of Vis En 
Artois east of Boiry and in the vicinity 
of Gavrelle, villages to the east of Ar- 
ras, have been repulsed, according to 
the official statement issued by the war 
office today, 

South of the Bomme British forces 
are keeping up their pressure against 
the enemy and are advancing east- 
ward. Since August 21 the British 
have taken 26,000 prisoners and 100 
guns. 

The text of the statement reads: 

‘South of the Somme we maintained 
our pressure during the night and are 
advancing eastward. North of the 
Somme as far as the neighborhood of 
Fontainelez Croisille the night passed 
quietly on the battle front. 

“In the British sector astride the 
Scarpe river the enemy § delivered 
strong counter attacks during the 
night east and southeast of Vis en Ar- 
toils, east of Boiry Notre Dame and in 
the vicinity of Gavrelle These attacks 
were repulsed with loss to the enemy 
after heavy fightin 

“During the night our advanced 
posts west of the village of Oppy were 
withdrawn slightly as a result of re- 
“peated hostile attacks. 

“The number of prisoners captured 
since August 21 exceeds 26,000. In 
the same period more than 100 guns 
have been taken. 

“In the recent fighting north and 
south of the Somme tanks have taken. 
an active part on all possible oc- 
casiongs and have rendered very valu- 
able and gallant service and co-opera- 
tion to the infantry and the other 
arms.” 


ALLIES WIN 
BACK GROUND. 


Paris, August 29.—The allies now 
have won back more than two-thirds 
of the ground lost since the begin- 
ning of the German offensive in 
March. It was wrung from them by 
an @verwhelming effort of force and 
ect 2 have regained it by brilliant gen- 
eralship. 7 

The working out of Marshal Foch’s 
strategy, according to opinion here, 
shows that every movement in each 
section of the long battle line has been 
carefully thought out in its relation 
to the whole. Thus the British ad- 
vance toward Peronne August 26 had 
its immediate effect on the sections 
farther south and General von Hutier 
was obliged to abandon Roye».and 
Nesle and retire behind the Somme 
with the French close at his heels. 

Immediate interest in the battle is 
in the operations’ on the wings.

ies reach them.

FRENCH ADVANCE 
STILL CONTINUES. 


Paris, August 29.—The French, after 
capturing Noyon in heavy fighting to- 
day, continued their advance and now 
have a foothold on the southern slopes 
of Mont St. Simeon, more than a mile 
to the east, according to the war office 
announcement tonight. They also 
have taken Landrimont and Merlincourt 
and have crossed the Ailette river at 
several points. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“During the course of the day our 
progress continued in the region of the 
Canal du Nerd, which we have reached 
along its entire length except near 
Catigny and Sermaize. We have occu- 
pied Quesnoy wood, northeast of 
Ecuvilly and-Beaurains. 

“Further south we captured Noyon in 
a bitter struggle and advanced as far 
as the southern outskirts of Happlin- 
court. To the east of Noyon we gained 
a footing on the southern slopes of 
Mont St. Simeon and took Landrimont 
and Morlincourt. We captured several 
hundred. prisoners. 

“Between the Oise and the Aigne our 
troops crossed the Ailette river at sev- 
eral points north and south of Champs 
despite the resistance offered by the 
enemy. Guny and Pont St. Mard are in 
our hands, 

“Eastern theater, August 28: There 
was increased artillery activity on both 
banks of the Vardar, at the Gerna Bend 
and north of Monastir. In Albania 
enemy detachments were dispersed by 
our fire north of the Devoll. 

“Belgian communication: Our de- 
tachments attacked last night on a 
front of three kilometres north and 
south of the Langemarck railway and 
penetrated the enemy positions. All 
our objectives were reached and 
maintained. We inflicted very heavy 
losses on the enemy and brought back 
ninety unwounded prisoners belonging 
to six regiments, machine guns, bomb 
throwers and war material.’ ‘

REPORT. 


Rome, August 29.—The Italian offi- 
cial communication issued today fol- 
lows:

ALLIES AT VLADIVOSTOK 
DEFEAT ENEMY ATTACK 


Japanese Bear Brunt of Fight- 
ing, American Troops Not 
Participating in Battle. 


Viadfvostok, Monday, August 26.— 
(Reuter’s.)—The enemy in considerable 
numbers attacked desperately along the 
Ussuri front last Saturday. All the 
allied forces Participated in the fight- 
ing except the Americans. Upwards 
of 300 of the enemy were killed. 

The Japanese bore the brunt of the 
fighting. They captured two armored 
trains and several field guns. 

According to a wounded Czech, the 
Japanese, infuriated by finding muti-

Advices received jin Washington from 
Viadivostok said that General Horvath 
had completely failed in his attempt, 
with the aid of General Pleshkoff to 
establish a dictatorship in Siberia. Rep- 
resentatives of the entente allies at 
Viadivostok promptly intervened to up- 
hold the authority of the new democrat- 
ic government in Siberia and what 
promised to be an embarrassing situa- 
tion was soon cleared away. 


“Regeneration of North.” 


Washington, August 29.—A message 
from Archangel to Paris and received 
here in an official dispatch today says 
that Tchaikowski, president of the tfov- 
ernment of the northern region, writes 
as follows, in the newspaper called The 
Regeneration of the North: 

“We believe in the speedy convales- 
cence of our country; we believe in 
the friendship and the sincerity of the 
allies and consequently in the final vic- 
tory over the enemy.

With the French Army in France, 
August 18.—(Correspondence of the 
Associated Press.)—Lieutenant Rene 
Fonck, the leading French ace, has 
brought down, since January 1, fifty 
of the more than three score German 
aircraft he has destroyed. Of the en- 
emy machines vanquished this year, 
thirty-two have fallen before him in 
the same airplane, which is q Spad- 
Hispano biplane, with two machine 
guns. This constitutes a record for 
one machine. 

Between July 16 and July 22, he felled 
eleven enemy machines, nine of which 
have already been officially accounted 
for. On July 16, while stationed in the 
Somme, he was ordered to report to the 
Champagne. He left for Paris that 
day at 10 o’clock. He lunched there 
and set back for the Somme, arriving 
there shortly before 5. At 5 o’clock he 
had become the conqueror of two boche 
machines. He left that evening for his 
new assignment. 

The following day, in the Cham- 
pagne, he felled a German machine and 
on the next two. On July 19 he brought 
down three; on July 21, two, and on 
July 22, ome. 

The following is his own account of 
his aerial tactics: 

“Tactics? I have none. I attack 
watching my adversary’s maneuver. In 
the last combats in which I have par- 
ticipated I have succeeded in forcing my 
maneuvering upon them. In my fight 
on July 16 I attacked two German ma- 
chines which were protected by a patrol 
of six others. I fixed my gaze upon 
my two victims, but never did I lose 
sight of the patrol. When the patro) 
rushed at me I was able to break away 
by maneuver. 

“You ask me at what distance I 
shoot. Generally from 150 meters, ac- 
cording to my relative position, I “be- 
lieve it could be said. If I attack 
| frontally I start to shoot at 150 meters, 
that being the most suitable, allowing 
for the speed of the machine.

Tailor Shop for Prisoners. 


Washington, August 29.—Because 
American army and navy officers cap- 
tured by the Germans frequently lose 
overcoats, blouses and other clothing, 
the American Red Cross has estab- 
lished a tailor shop at Berne, Switzer- 
land, to make new clothing to be sent to 
their prison camps. Shoes 
even been taken from the captured 
men, the leather being greatly coveted 
by the Germans, and their uniforms, if 
not taken entirely away, are frequently 
torn to pieces in strenuous fighting. 
Food, towels, toilet articlea and new 
clothing are being supplied through the 
Red Cross to prisoners, the first men- 
tioned article being considered most 
important to supplement the prison 
fare, for which the Germans make of- 
ficer prisoners pay in money. Re- 
ceipts for these articles are signed by 
the men at the camp, in order to make 
sure that they reach thelr destination.

GOVERNMENT 10 HEL 
IN CONVERTING PLANTS 


To Manufacture of Material 


Necessary to Pushing 
the War. 


Washington, August 29.—Govern- 
ment firiancial aid is available under 
cerain conditions to industries in the 
process of conversion from less essen- 
tial production to manufacture of 
materials contributing to prosecution 
of thé war, officials of the war finance 
corporation explained. This was 
prompted by reports that many manu- 
facturing cornerns are threatened with 
bankruptcy or entire suspension dur- 
ing the war because they have insuf- 
ficient funds to permit them to in- 
stall in their plants the processes 
necessary to transform them into es- 
‘sential industries. 

The principal condftion for obtain- 
ing aid from the government's half 
billion dollar fund established to tide 
war industries over critical periods 
are that the concern must be engaged 
in industry or business essential dur- 
ing the war period and that its credit 
must be of a nature to provide ade- 
quate collateral for the loan. The 
first rule has been interpreted rather 
broadly by the war finance corpora- 
tion directors to permit inclusion of 
industries whose contribution to the 
war is indirect, such as street car 
companies and other utilities and 
manufacturers whose product in some 
way goes into the output of war ma- 
terials. The second rule may prove the 
principal block to many government 
loans. 

Two courses are open to needy 
manufacturers. They may negotiate 
advances from banks which in turn 
can get 75 per cent of the advance 
loan from the war finance corporation. 
Or they may go direct to the corpora- 
tion and stand a fair chance of get- 
ting a loan providing they offer ade- 
quate security. 

Plans for making this aid most 
easily available to the curtailed in- 
dustries which have been deprived of 
steel, coal or other essential ma- 
terials and which are consequently 
trying to convert themselves, will be 
discussed soon between W. P. G. 
Harding, managing director of the war 
finance corporation, and represénta- 
tives of the war industries board. 

Bernard M. Baruch, chairman of the 
war industries board, announced today 
that curtailment of less essential in- 
dustries would become increasingly 
stringent as the war progressed and 
that consequently the question of gov- 
‘ernment financial aid for industries 
under conversion promises to take on 
an added importance.

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GERMANS FACING 
~ ANOTHER LEIPSIG 


Three Thoroughly Beaten 
Armies Will.Have to Un- 
dertake Long Retreat if 
Allied Advance Passes the 
Hindenburg Line. 


° By Frank H. Simonds. 
New York, August 29.—(Special.)— | 
Unless Ludendorff can, in the next few 
days, check the forward thrust of 
Horne and Byng between the old 
Somme battlefield and Lens, there is 
Plain possibility that the present Ger- 
man defeat will increase in magnitude 
to the full measure of a supreme mili- 
tary disaster and develop into the de- 
cisive battle action of the war. 

The parallel in modern history is 
Leipsic. This defeat did not destroy 
Napoleon's army, but it did compel a 
retirement of the emperor to the limits 
of France, and was the’ prelude to that 
invasion of French soil which ended 
in the capture of Paris and the abdica- 
tion of Napoleon. 

A Piain Possibility. 

If the Germans are not able to pin 
down the present allied advance on the 
Hindenburg line, at least then three 
thoroughly beaten German armies will 
have to undertake a long retreat. A 
retreat to the Belgian frontier under 
circumstances which, even if complete 
disaster is avoided, will mean the dem- 
onstration to all the world and to the 
German people, first of all, that the 
German military power is broken and 
that there is left nothing for the future 
but the prospect of a wasting defensive 
without hope of success, as a result of 
the presence in Europe of millions of 
American troops. 

It would be a mistake to expect the, 
consequences of the present victory to 
equal those of Leipsic. We have as 
yet only the possibility, but it is a plain 
possibility. Moreover, if the Germans 
are driven from the Hindenburg line 
the next campaign will begin at the 
German frontier, will begin by an inva- 
sion of Germany through Alsace and 
Lorraine, just as the campaign of 1814 
began with Bluecher’s passage of the 
Rhine, saw its military crisis in the 
fighting in the Marne valley and came 
to an early conclusion with the capture 
of Paris in early apring. 

The thing that stands out now is 
not the recapture of the ruined villages 
or the advance of miles, but the condi- 
tion to which the German army is being 
reduced by its inability to get away 
from the consequences of the defeats of 
July 18 and August 8, and reorganize 
its strategy, as well as its shattered 
divisions. 

For three weeks Ludendorff and 
Boehn, who are in immediate command, 
have foreseen a great withdrawal, a 
retreat to the Hindenburg line, but 
could they have made this retreat, as 
the Hindenburg retreat of 1917 was 
made, they would have regained stra- 
tegic freedom, liquidated the codnge- 
quences of their failures and Foch’s 
successes, and at the very least been 
able to conduct a successful defensive, 
with local offensive details, until the 
end of the season. 

It is possible, that with a little 
help from the weather, Boehn may be 
able to halt, his pursuers at the Hin- 
denburg line for a brief time. He may 
be able to organize an orderly retreat 
beyond the Hindenburg line in his 
own fashion and at his own time, But 
it seems to me now inevitable that be- 
fore. the end of the fighting for this 
year the Germans will have to retire out 
of the Hindenburg line and to the 
frontier, and it is possible that the 
allies will now be abl@® promptly to 
overrun the Hindenburg line. 

Resembles Breaking of Ice. 

If this last happens, we. shall see 
eomething like the spectacle . when 
finally the ice goes out of a northern 
river in spring—a break in the German 
lines from the Meuse to the Yser, from 
Verdun to Ypres, recalling the spring 
phenomenon. 

Just now Boehn has reached posi- 
tions east and south of the old Somms 
battlefield, which he hopes will enable 
him to gain a breathing spell. He un- 
questionably means to stand behind the 
Tortille river, the Upper Somme and 
either the Canal du Nord, from the 
Somme, near Nesle, to the Oise at 
Noyon, or the St. Crozat canal, from the 
Somme, at Ham, to the Oise, near 
Chauny. 

The obstacle the rivers and canal of- 
fer to the tanks, the difficulties the 
pursuer must meet and overcome to get 
across these streams, may compel the 
pursuer to halt for the moment and 
permit Boehn to get his breath and 
presently get back to the Hindenburg 
line in good order. But the trouble for 
Boehn is to the north and along the 
Scarpe. 

Horne has begun to drive east to- 
ward Douaai. Byng is pounding down 
the Arras-Cambrai road and a short 
advance by either spells disaster and 
retreat for the Germans, a retreat 
which may prove as fatal to the kaiser 
as did Napoleon's retreat from Mos- 
cow. If the Hindenburg line fails to 
hold then we shall see one of the most 
tremendous military disasters of all 
human history. We cannot calculate 
upon it; the chances are still against 
it, but there is the possibility in- 
creasing daily.

We-know now. that it is the sober 
judgment of British and French mili- 
tary men that had the Germans been 
able to continue their drive in Pi- 
eardy, had they stuck to the push 
for Atmens instead of turning north 
to Flanders they might have captured 
Amiens and geparated' British -and 
French armies.

We have now had since July 18 @ 
practically continuous attack by the 
allies, now in Ile-de-France, now in 
Picardy, now ‘in Artois, and the ex- 
tension to Champagne and Flanders is 
already foreshadowed. There has been 
no respite and there is likely to be 
none, for Foch has atill’ very large 
American reserves, not trained suffi- 
cient to be highly effective in an at- 
tack upon fixed positions, but capable 
of supplying an enormous aid if the 
German line crumbles and it becomes 
a question of pursuit of a beaten en- 
emy to a new position and an effort 
to turn the defeat into a riot. 

It is a safe calculation that the 
American troops are still to play a 
larger part in the present campaign 
than they have played. There is 
a promise of a situation in which their 
peculiar qualities will prove invalu- 
able. It is time to guard against ex- 
treme optimism, but it is also time 
when we can see that in the imme- 
diate future there may be a victory 
which will be the military decision so 
much talked of, even if the German

Two captured officers, when ques- 
tioned today by intelligence officers, 
attempted to give the impression that 
little resistance would be made, as- 
suring the officers that there were 
few machine guns left emplaced.

How many hundreds or thousands of 
these little guns the Germans have 
immediately in front of the Ameri- 
cans is not known, but the number is 
quite up to the lately developed Ger- 
man tactics. Every hillside, ravine 
and wood crackles with their fire 
whenever they are approached. And it 
has been in the face of their destruc- 
tive offenge that the Americans and 
French, as well, have been moving. 

Comparatively little gas has been 
employed by the enemy, perhaps be- 
cause the wind hag not been altogether 
favorable to its use. There have ar- 
rived at the dressing stations a few 
cases of men suffering from mustard 
gas, but most of them encountered it 
in shell holes, hollows and depres- 
sions where it was old, but still ef- 
fective. 


Aviators Are Active. 

As the day passed the visibility im- 
proved and the aviators of both sides 
became more active. Those of the 
allies rendered valuable assistance in 
obesrvation work. .

: Led by Tanks. 

Accompanied by a fleet of tanks 
and covered by a heavy artillery 
barrage, the. Americans swept for- 
ward early today against the Ger- 
man lines that slowly and reluctantly 
fell back over Juvigny plateau. The 
little operations carried out yesterday 
by the French and Americans had been 
merely preparatory to the attack which 
began at 7 o’clock this morning. The 
kink had been taken out of the Hne 
yesterday, but no determined effort was 
made to advance to any extent. 

The firing was‘continuous through- 
out the night on both sides, the Ger- 
man guns being especially active. The 
rains of the early evening ceased be- 
fore the ground had been converted 
into mud, so when the orders were 
given today, the men moved forward 
unimpeded. 


German Positions Shelled. 

The German positions were shelled 
vigorously by heavy guns, mortars and 
light pieces, firing almost point-blank, 
as well as by long: range naval] guns.

‘but, located along the side of a hill, 
it offered a peculiar opportunity for 
defenge, until the advancing forces 
moved into positions from which they 
were able to make it untenable. The 
resistance then stopped, the Germans 
retiring further east into more broken 
ground. 

The frontage assigned to the Ameri- 
cans was less than two miles. That 
part in which Juvigny is located was 
the scene of a dramatic tank drive. Un- 
der the cover of artillery, the light 
French tanks flirted along both sides 
of the path up to the little place, smash- 
ing down one machine gun nest after 
anothen in spite of the employment by 
the Germans of their new tank gun, a 
sort of super-Mauser. This gun is vir- 
tually identical with the Mauser, ex- 
cept that it fires a bullet a little more 
than half an inch in diameter. This, it 
is calculated, can pierce the tank and; 
possibly injured some vital part of the 
engine. But in the path of the advanc- 
ing machines, there lie broken or 
smashed into the earth scores of these 
guns. 


Washington, August 29.—Distinguish- 
ed service crosses have been awarded 
by General Pershing, according to an- 
nouncement by the war department to- 
night, to the following officers and men 
of the American expeditionary forces 
for acts of gallantry set forth after 
their names:

Corporal Abe L. Allen, infantry: “Dur- 
ing a heavy bombardment of the front 
line near Cantigny, France, May 22, 
although severely injured by the ex- 
Plosion of a shell which buried two 
comrades, he promptly and courageous- 
ly dug them out with his hands and 
took them to shelter, being subjected 
all the time to severe fire of shell] and | 
shrapnel,” 

Corporal Lewis Kopaski, Infantry: . 
“Near Cantigny, on 28-30 May, he cap- 
tured an enemy machine gun, and aid- 
ed materially in breaking up a counter | 
attack by using it against his foes. In 
company with his captain, he led the 
way to a dugout which he had located 
in capturing the machine gune and as- 
sisted in taking nine prisoners.” 

Second Lieutenant John H, Church, 
Infantry: “Knocked down and “ren- 
dered unconscious by the explosion of 
a shell early in the attack on Cantigny, 
May 28-31, he staggered forward as 
soon as he regained consciousness and 
insisted upon resuming command, there- 
by giving a striking example of forti- 
tude to his men.” 

Private Fred Gunn, Medical Depart- 
ment, Infantry: “At the battle of Can- 
tigny, May 28-31, he repeatedly on his 
own initiaative left the security of the 
trench to administer first aid under 
fire and in full view of the enemy 
snipers and machine gunners. His

Allies Contre! Air. 

There is unquestioned mastery of the 
air by the allies along this front. It 
has been misty this morning and there 
was little effective aerial work and 
practically mone by the Germans. 
Above the lines the allied planes were 
seen all forenoon, attempting to con- 
duct qbservations in spite of the murky 
atmosphere, and occasionally a German} 
plane dared to dart through, but in 
every case it was forced to retire 
hastily. 

Only a few prisoners are reported as 
yet, the Germans apparently seeing to 
it that only machine gun crews should 
be sacrificed, 

Americans in Action. 

American and German troops were 
engaged in spirited actions today 
in the regions of Bazoches and 
Fismette. According to the latest re- 
port the fighting continues at both 
points. Tonight, as a result of the 
local actions, the Americans had made% 
some gains at Bazoches, while the Gere 
mans had recaptured Fismette, on the 
north bank of the Vesle opposite Fis- 
mes, The fighting has been marked 
by much stubbornness. 

Several days ago when the 
cans advanced in the region of Ba- 
zoches the Germans retired into a 
wooded stronghold, just south of the 
Soissons-Rheims road. Small detach- 
ments were left in the cellars in Ba- 
zoches to harass the Americans. Tueg- 
day the Americans approached Ba- 
zoches from the west and maintained 
their advance during the night. Today 
the Americans made progress toward 


the town from the east and south, a 
detachment taking the eastern out- 
skirts this morning. Since then the 
Americans have made additional 


progress. 

Fismette had been held by the 
Americans since August 8, despite 
German efforts to dislodge them. 

The Germans maintained their posi- 
tion on the hills commanding the vil- 
lage and only during the night were 
the Americans able to communicate 
with the southern bank. The Ameri- 
cans erected temporary bridges across 
the river at night time. 

Crack Troops Face Americans. 

With the American Army in France,

FROM THE HUN’S VIEWPOINT. 


Kaiser Wilhelm once remarked to Dr. 
Davis, whose wonderfully interesting narra- 
tive of his fourteen years’ professional and 
personal experience with the kaiser and the 
German royal family is appearing serially 
in the Sunday Constitution, that he never 
could understand why the United States 
had not annexed Mexico and Canada. 

This expression was incidental to one 
of the many more or less intimate conver- 
sations engaged in by the American den- 
tist and his royal patient in the former’s 
effice antedating our entrance into the 
world war, and while this government and 
Germany were diplomatically on friendly 
terms. 

Of course, froth the Hun’s viewpoint, the 
grabbing of Mexico by the more powerful 
United States, then of Canada, irrespective 
of the wishes or the rights of the people of 
those countries, would be in keeping only 
with an honorable and a worthy ambition, 
and the Hun kaiser can not understand why 
this nation, with all of its resources ‘and 
potential might, has not done that, and con- 
verted itself into a great empire of conti- 
nental proportions. 

Also it is beyond the understanding of 
some men how other men can work in close 
proximity with other people’s money with- 
out putting it into their own pockets; how a 
big man and a ‘little man can live in the 
same house without the. big man depriving 
the little one of his belongings and enslav- 
ing him; or how a powerful man and a 
weak one can live neighbors to each other 
on terms of equality. 

Which fllustrations suggest the reason- 
ing capabilities and the moral sense of 
some men. : 

And the kaiser’s remark to Dr. Davis 
. suggests his. 

There is, in the last analysis, no differ- 
ence between the two points of view. 

When, in any well-governed country, a

ethical justice acts in accordance with his 
viewpoint, and is caught at it, he is jailed. 


‘In the summer of 1914 the autocratic q | 


kaiser of the imperialistic Prussian empire 
launched upon an attempt to put precisely 
that same principle into efféct at the ex- 
pense of weaker peoples. 

The day of reckoning is at hand! 


The kaiser, perhaps, never will be 


able to fathom America’s motives in desir- | 


ing to “live and let live’—to abide on 
friendly’ and cordial terms with its weaker 
neighbors to the north and to the south. In 
other words, he, perhaps, never will fully 
understand, and never can appreciate the 
blegsings of democracy and justice; but it 
ts pretty certain that before this conflict is 
over with he will have a more wholesome 
respect for those things than he ever had be- 
fore! . 

Meanwhile, the only interest the Unit 
States republic has or wishes to have in any 
other nation gr people on earth is to let 
them alone and to help them whenever pos- 
sible in their pursuit of happiness and pros- 
perity, so long as such pursuit is along lines 
of righteousness and honor. |

things; but tha humane and civilized peo- 
ples do! ’ 


THE TIMELY DOWNPOUR. 


After weeks of dry weather, the refresh- 
ing downponr of the current week has prov- 
en a “life-saver” to many a farmer in this 
section and a Godsend to the urban war- 
gardener. 

For more than a fortnight crops gener- 
ally throughout the northern part of Geor- 
gia have been badly in need of water. The 
coastal plains section of the state has been 
more fortunate in this respect; although by 
no means suffering from an oversupply of 
moisture. 

While the bulk of the crops were safely 
“made” before the last rain, and the yields 
in the main would have been abundant with- 


out it, there are many acres—many hun-’ 


dreds if not thousands, of acres, in fact—of 
late-sown fields that would have amounted 
to little at harvest-time had the dry weather 
continued mueh longer. Now such fields 
are “safe,” the recent showers supplying 
just what was needed to make them bounti- 
fyl. 

It is seasonable now to plant a variety 
of “second,” or “fall,” crops; but with the 
ground dry as it was, seeding would be vir- 
tually useless because there was insuffi- 
cient moisture in the soil to permit of germi- 
nation. 

Now, however, not only does the timely 
precipitation insure heavy yields of the 
latesown summer crops, but it undoubtedly 
will prove the signal for a rush to get seeds 
into the ground for late fall or winter har- 
vesting early enough in the season to make 
certain of satisfactory returns. 

Thus it usually goes in Georgia. We 
have, of course, our seasons of rainless days. 
It sometimes happens that such periods are 
prolonged until the ruralists and gardeners 
become apprehensive and earlier hope’ be- 
gins to give way to discouragement. Then, 
all of a sudden, a cloud appears, lightning 
begins to play in the heavens and Pluvius 
begins rolling his barrels about in the sky; 
and when he gets them arranged in exactly 
the right position—Presto! . 

The rain descends; the thing that was 
needed is done! The face of the landscape 
—like that’ of the, longing husbandman—is 


changed; every ’ heart is happy and the. 


whole countryside is full of hope again!

Editcr Constitution: Some of our Georgia 
people are very sensitive about presidential 
interference in Georgia politics, who would 
have tossed up their hats and shouted if 
the president’s word had favored their candi- 
date. But these good people ought to be 
able ty look at the Georgia situation from 
the president’s point of view. 

When Mr. Wilson was competing with 
Mr. Underwood for Georgia’s vote in the 
democratic nominating convention Mr. Harris 
was indefatigable in his labor for Mr. Wilson. 
He also stcod by the president unswervingly 
in all his policies, and at no time made any 
greater mistake than was made by a noted 
Georgian whose friends consider him the 
perfection of statesmanship. 

When our junior senator opposed the 
selective draft law when no other plan could 
have pwssibly enabled the United States to 
get an efficient army in France in time to

The world’s series third basemen are 
the worst lot of players, when doped 
against the pitching they must face, 
and in the fielding sense that ever 
Participated in such an event. 

The class of the third ckers is 
scarcely that of the Class AA players 
of a year ago, and not one of them is 
within fifty points of the men who 
participated in the 1917 championships. 

Deal gives Chicago rather a large 
lead over the Red Sox and that is 
chiefly due to his known ability to 
field and the fact that he is the kind of 
a batter liable to spring a surprise by 
making a slam when least expected. 

Deal is a fielder who has been much 
underrated by the experts lareely be- 
cause he has been a weak hitter dur- 
ing all his major league career, and 
even being with a winning club this 
season he has not served to improve 
his batting. He is a normal .225 hit- 
ter in the big leagues, and does not 
figure to hit nearly that well against 
the Red Sox pitching, which will be at 
least,z5 percenthigherthan the aver- 
age of National league twirling this 
season. You can figure Deal's hitting 
parctically negligible quantity in this 
series save that he is liable to take a 
Strong crack at Bush's speed, and a hit 
in a pinch means a lot in such a se- 
ries. . 

Deal Good, Defensively. ; 

But in the defensive feature of the 
game Deal stands very high, even when 
compared with the best fielders of the 
game, past and present: He has a 
marvelous pair of hands and is one of 
the best men in the business in block- 
ing and holding hard drives down the 
line. He throws very well and has 
the reputation of being at his begt in 
the tightest places. 

Deal showeu his nerve and ability with 
the Boston Braves until Smith’s superi- 
or hitting ability drove him off third 
base, and those who watched the race 
that year, and also fellows on the the 
team, declare that his fielding was one 
of the strongest points in the winning 
combination. He has been the same 
with Chicago this year, and his work 
in conjunctioh with young Hollocher 
has helped make the team solid in the 
inner line of defensive work. In other 
words, Deal is great in defense, but 
as a member of the Shock squad he 
isn't much, although he rather shines 
in comparison with Boston. 

_ Third base has been the weakest spot 
in the Red Sox team all year, and if 
Barrow is rated as a great manager 
it should be largely upon the manner 
in which he had kept plugging up 
that vital defect in his defensive team. 
He tried and failed with McInnis, he 
has tried all sorts of men—Whitman, 
Miller, Coffey—anyone that came along 
and he has found that Coffey, a vet- 
eran who is smart and a fair man in 
all respects, but never of real major 
league class, was the most satisfac- 
tory in steady work. But for a world’s 
series, against the pitching of the Cubs, 
Coffey figures down to grounds. He 
gains in one respect and that is that he 
ought to do fairly well against Vaughn 


and Tyler, although either Hendrix or 
Douglas would make him do a jug- 
gling act with his bat. I can’t figure 
him above a .150 hitter against the 
Cubs pitchers, if he hits that well, but 
then we must figure further when we 
remember that George Rohe, who was 
about the same type of player 4s Cof- 
con was the hero of one world’s sé- 
Ties, 
Coffey Dangerous. 

The fact that Coffey’s manner of 
hitting is practically unknown to the 
Cubs ought to help make him more 
dangerous. We find this feature prom- 
inent in the history of all world’s se- 
ries that the batters who are unknown 
to pitchers usually hit hard, viz., 
Hank Gowdy and Rohe. 

However, in figuring this series we 
must calculate upon the resourceful- 
ness of Barrow in gap plugging. He 
has Wally Schang who was tried at 
third and found wanting, and remem- 
ber. that Schang can hit left-handed 
pitching and that he can wallop that 
ball hard when he gets hold of it. 

I am figuring that Barrow is cer- 
tain to use Schang at third base in 
some of the games, and that Agnew 
will do practically all the catching. 
In taking Coffey off third Barrow will 
lose only 29 points in fielding and will 
gain 88 points in batting ability. If 
he uses Schang only against the left- 
handers of Mitchell’s team his next 
gain will be even larger. 

Clearly it is Boston’s problem -+to util- 
ize the best points of the playing of 
both Schang and Coffey, which, is con- 
siderable of a problem, and at best 
the team gains strength in one depart- 
ment at the certainty of losing in an- 
other. Schang cannot field the third 
base position, so that in putting him 
on that bag Barrow would be gam- 
bling largely that he would‘ hit and 
that few balls would be hit in his di- 
rection. His ability to hit left-hand- 
ers makes for scoring strength, and 
the speed of Bush and Mays tends to 
force the Cubs batter to hit toward 
right field, so that would relieve the 
tension somewhat... .But when Jones 
pitches that slow ball it is a difie 
matter. 

Must Take Chances. 

This season both teams are com- 
pelled to take chances that they would 
not take under ordinary circumstances. 

If Cleveland could get into the se- 
ries the Cubs show considerable less 
attacking power (although that is like 
making it a minus quantity), but have 
less of an advantage. Evans is not a 
ranking major league infielder, al- 
though in some respects equal to or 
better than either Boston or Chicago. 

The series, it now seems, will be de- 
cided on pitching, but even with the 
best of pitching against weak-hitting 
teams there is a huge danger in hav- 
vy a leaky infield. 

‘hicago has the better constructed 
infield for defensive work regardless 
of whether Zeider or Pick plays sec- 
ond. It lacks class, but is better 
balanced. Boston is weak at second 
and bad at third, while extraordinarily 
strong at first and short. he chance 
for a game, or possibly the entire se- 
ries, to leak away through third base 
is the worst feature of the Red Sox 
defense. 

Tomorrow we will study the catch- 
ers—and remember that the catch- 
er in position value is almost twice as 
valuable as any one of the infielders 
—and in this series even more vital to 
the team work.

Reports from Major General Hol- 
brook, in command on the border, said 
quiet had been restored. State depart- 


ment dispatches told of satisfactory re- 
sults et the conference between Bri- 
gadier General Cabell and Governor 
Calles. At the Mexican embassy here 
it was stated that Governor Calles 
could be counted upon to stamp out the 
activities of the German propagandists 
in Sonora. 

Such information as the state depart- 
ment received on the forcible entry of 
armed Mexicans into the American con- 
sulate at Nogales, Sonora, and the 
wounding of American Consul Tooley 
indicated that the incident was the act 
of irresponsible persons and not the 
Mexican military. 
rho violation of the consulate is now 
under investigation, but there is every 
disposition on the part of the officials 
here to treat the affair as a purely 
local incident, which should not be 
elevated to an international issue.

Launching new local attacks and fol- 
lowing up the advantage gained yes- 
terday the British today moved forward 
along a large part of t®is battle front. 

‘The French, having reached the back 

waters of the River Somme, the British 
just north of them have made strides 
and this morning were only about 
three miles from the river at Brie, 
with the enemy being rapidly. forced 
out of the triangle formed by the right 
angles of the river and the advancing 
British line which strikes it in the 
north just west of Ham. 

The towns of Belloy, Assevillers, 
Herbecourt and Feuilleres were appar-' 
ently taken during the night and early 
this morning the Germans were offer- 
ing only resistance from rear .guards. 

North of the River Somme the British 
are reported to have captured Ginthy, 
about half way between the river and 
Bapaume. 

Ginchy is one of the highest posi- 
tions in this section and it overlooks a 
wide stretch to the eastward. Its pos- 
session by the British may cause a 
change in any plan the Germans have 
for holding the line roughly from Pe- 
ronne on the south to somewhere near 
Bapaume. 

North of Bapaume there has been 
heavy fighting. . 

Bullecourt is less than a mile from | 
the British line this morning. 


Cleared of Patrols. 


Generally, the main British body is 
within 1,000 or 2,000 yards of the fa-, 
mous Drocourt-Quesnt line and the 
country up to the line itself virtually 
has been cleared of patrols. A smash 
through here would menace the whole 
area of the old Hindenburg line and 
the next place where the Ger ns can 
offer stiff resistance is, perhaps, the 
line of the Canal du Nord. 

After that thére are said to be no 
prepared defenses of any importance. 
The Germans, in their confidence, never 
considered they would need them.
